"The idea ol low balling is really 
an uneconomical policy and taking 
returns on exports is simply foolish." 
she believes "In some ways what's 
happening with exports is a contin- 
uation of what was happening 
among wholesalers here not loo long 
ago. 

"Thousands of records were being 
shipped but no money was changing 
hands." she says "It, can't go on " 

"There are cases where some 
people are selling below cost in or- 
der to maintain their volume." says 
Arthur Lerner of Cardinal Export 
Corp "It's inhuman " He and others 
have no comment on return policies.

stitutions as the Metropolitan 
Opera, for example, existed 
tor many years as a result of 
the personal philanthropy of 
Otto Kahn and Mrs August 
Belmont. 

Now. for a variety of rea- 
sons, the primary one being 
U S. income tax laws, per- 
sonal philanthropy has 
dwindled to a much less im- 
portant role in supporting the 
arts and artists. 

There arc. of course, certain 
important exceptions in our own recent history. For example. 
Mrs. E.ijiabe.b Spraguc Coolidgc personally commissioned an 
extensive list of prominent composers in the creation of new 
music. Among the composers on this roster, we even find j 
giant like Stravinsky. More recently, one of the members of the 
board of directors of the Philharmonic Symphony Society of 
New York. Francis Ooelet. commissioned a scries of concertos 
for the principal players of the Philharmonic from a wide vari- 
ety of distinguished composers. And one of those compositions, 
a concerto for four percussion soloists, by Michael Colgrass. 
won the Pulitzer Prize for music in 1978

ity by virtue of its higher tape speed alone But no one httytt 
made a serious effort to upgrade K-traik to the degree achieved 
by cassette proponents. 

I lived through the "battle of the tape systems" and observed 
the major cassette thrusts in the late '60s and early "70s. In each 
of these episodes cassette technology didn't quite make it for 
the intended music application I his has changed, of count 
and current cassette performance exceeds what anyone could 
have predicted in 1965-66.

"It alienates the older listener," 
savs WHCNs Haydcn. 

"The older demographics don't 
appreciate it as much." echoes Da- 
vid Einstein, program director at 
WHFS-l M in Washington. DC. 

"It seems to get acceptance from 
the 12-24 demographic group." 
voices Bill Bruin, program director 
at Tulsa's KMOD-FM 

However, scattered areas report 
that because the sound is reminis- 
cent of ihe mid I96fe, manv of those 
25 and older are attracted despite 
the primitive sound.

"When you consider an act like 
the Knack that's when the females 
enter into it." responds Rick Frum.

"You almost never hear a 
woman's voice ask for new wave.' 
notes Mike Bush), program director 
al WBI M-FM in Portland. Me "I 
hate to make those generalizations 
but this is w hat the phone calls seem 
10 point to." 

While several stations feci it's an 
even split between men and women, 
one reports an opposite phenom- 
enon "For new wave, it's mostly fe- 
males in the 18-24 age group." says 
James of KCAL-FM in California 

While interest is high, stations 
point out ihcv see little decrease in 
hard rock, or heavy metal, though 
this type of rock is often attacked bv 
new wave devotees.

SAN FRANCISCO The open- 
ing Of Iwo new. large and wcll-ap 
pointed rock dance club*. hcre-X's 
and The Back DOR has signaled 
some significant erosion of the disco 
craze in this always-strong disco 
market in favor of new dance trends 
emphasizing new wave sounds. 

X's (which operates under the full 
name of X'San Francisco Radio) is a 
new venture for Jell Pollock, who 
also runs the 600-seal Old Waldorf, 
one of the most successful live rock 
and pop nightclubs on the West 
Coast 

The Back IX)R (the acronym is 
lor Dance-Oriented Rock) is a new 
outing fof Tom Sanlord. who also 
operates The Cny. one of San Fran- 
cisco's largest, oldest and most suc- 
cessful discos. Sanlord is installing 
the new rock dance club downstairs 
from his disco, a space which until 
now was a live rnusic showroom 

Both club owners had experi- 
mented with rock and new wave 
dancing on a limited basis before 
making the decision to move into it 
fullscale Pollock had given Monday 
and Tuesday niBhLs at the Punch 
Line, a comedy room on the same- 
premises as die Waldorf, over 10 
rock dancing for six successful

Weeks, and Sanlord had likewise in-

Jazz sites are not as concentrated 
as in the post war bop era with us 
famed 52nd St.. but (here is nil a 
significant amount of cross-pollinat* 
mg from club to club bv musicians 
and customers The success of new 
rooms such as Fat Tuesday's in the 
(Jrammcrcy Park area and The I in 

Palace with its East Village location, 
has revitalized areas neglected until 
recently. 

Shifting away from the loft activ- 
ity of Ihc 1970s", patrons are return- 
ing lo Ihe accessibility, of clubs with 
a food and drink atmosphere Yet 
intimacy pievails. with ample op- 
portunity to hear ihe musicians nl 
their most creative, without the re- 
strictions or demands of a larger 
venue concert performance.

During the W7b-^77 fiscal sear. 
Ihc deparirneni showed a nel deficit 
of 526.242 Among the more impor- 
tant reasons for the K»ss was a de- 
cline in big mainland rock acts But 
the following year, the first under 
Inouve's directorship, the depart 
menl surprisingly bounced back 
with a net profit of $25,175 During 
that fiscal year, increased ftVCilVC 
from rock concerts played an impor- 
tant role in realizing a profit.

shows are concerned." says Inouyc

lent" 

One issue which Inouyc feels 
strongly about is rental prices for Ihe 
Blaisdell complex and the Waikiki 
Shell Prices have not increased in IS 
wars, but Ihe Ctl) Council is consid- 
ering a set ol price increase propos- 
als 

The recommendations include 
raising Ihe rental price at the Arena 
from $375 to $500 during the day 
and from $750 lo $1,000 ai night: in- 
creasing the Concert Hall rental 
from $300 to $450 from to a.m lo 
midnight, increasing Ihe rental ai 
the Exhibition Hall from $450 lo 
$600 from 10 a m lo midnight, and 
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raising the fee at the Shell from $75 
lo $150 during the day and from 
$ 1 50 lo $300 at night. 

The policy that the promoter pas 
cither the minimum renlal or 10** of 
the boxoffice receipts, whichever is 
lurger. would remain intact Abo lo 
remain the same would be the dis- 
counts two-thirds for educational 
institutions and one-third lor non- 
profit organizations. 

Inouye argues: "You see. one of 
the things whn.h is so hard to explain 
to outsiders is lhat we're only meet- 
ing operating costs Our 1978-1979 
$250,000 operating profit dc^n't 
even begin 10 pay for the fringe ben- 
efils for auditorium employes, nor 
docs it pay for ihe existing bonds

According 
to Inouye. the lickels lhal sold for a 
high of $10 a scar ago lodas sell for 
$12 

Looking ahead lo ihe 1979-1980 
fiscal vear. Inouyc observes the re- 
cent running of "Chorus Line" in 
the Concert Hall, from July 1 1 lo 
August 24 (his past summer, as one 
variable thai ma\ help keep the 
Blaisdell in the black. 

Approximately XO.000 people saw 
the show, and the total gross revenue 
for the city came to $70.000-and 
thai was on 5*V of box office receipts 
If all other factors remain the same 
as last year. Inouye feels this will 
help in realizing another profu. 

She cites as une problem ihe lack 
of planning b\ concert promoters 
As she explains, "promoters often 
don't begin planning for a stage 
show until two or three months bc- 
lore it's scheduled. Therefore, when 
lhe\ want a dale for a show, mans 
limes we re hooked We already 
have exhibits going on. or we ha\e 
university basketball, these arc fixed 
events and ihev take priority. 

"Quite frequenlh I'll let a pro- 
mote! put a hold on a date, but when 
he cancels out on that dale because 
of not being able lo get a contract 
with a group, what arc you gome lo 
do? There's no penally if they cancel 
out. 

"From meetings I've had on ihc 
Mainland wnh other auditorium 
managers."' she sas s. "I've found 
ihatwhat I have been emphasizing 
Ihc controls backsiage. preventive 
maintenance, controls at the gate, 
tightening up m\ boxoffice oper- 
ation-lhese are all management 
concepts lhal the building managers 
on the Mainland either are or should 
be aware of"

Engaging, Uneven 

NEW YORK "God Bless You. 
Mr Rovcwater." one of the early 
works of novclul Kurt Vonnegut,

Rooney Sparkles 
In Babies' Show 

NfcW YORK A heavy empham 
on nostalgia and a trend toward 
more family-onented shows arc

fhe trend is evidenced in shows 
like the "1940s Radio Hour." "The 
Most Happy Fella."

Although the latter-day image of 
burlesque is rundown theatres with

Jn a siroke of genius the producers 
have cast Mickey Rooney in the lead

Sharing the spotlight w uh Rooney

While most registrants weie gen- 
erally bullish on prospects lor both 
the videodisk and prerecorded 
vidcocassclle markets, both here and 
abroad, there was also the acknowl- 
edgement that the thorny issue or 
copyright, performance and sync 
rights, and the incompatibility 
wnhin both (he tape and disk for- 
mats, would dcla> the realization of 
a mass market

Hc'sjust wrapped up Rick Du- 
fjy\ debut LPforDunhill/MCA 
at the Record Want recording 
studios here using the 3M digital 
recording and mastering system 
The system has been at the Plani 
Since February and Douglas' 
project represents one of the first 
all-digital, full-blown rock pro- 
ductions 

"You would think that digital 
would be more suited for classi- 
cal and certainly classical record- 
ings show off digital, but it does 
make a difference with scream- 
ing guitars and big heavy 
drums." he says. "This music has 
a lot of dynamics " 

Douglas indicates that he got 
his first taste of the 3M digital 
system at the A&M Studios here 
earlier in Ihe year when he used it 
for four sides of 1994\ A&M al- 
bum. Record Plant. A&M. 
Warner Bros and WCStlakc Au- 
dio arc the only Coast studios 
wuh the system. 

"It had just come into that stu- 
dio." he recalls, "and 1 decided to 
give it a try . The sound is incred- 
ible. 

•When I first heard Rick's 
demo." he continues. "I immedi- 
ately liked it and the reason I 
wanted to do it digitally is be- 
cause I felt his music sounds like 
the '80s to me It's a new kind ol 
slep and ihe album is being re- 
leased in January l u 8U And 
digital is the sound of the '80s." 

The project, however, was not. 
without its attendant problems 
bin Douglas, who has produced 
Cheap Trick. Patli Smith. Ac- 
rosiiiith and 1994. fell both he 
and 3M benefitted 3M had the 
opportunity to iron out some of 
the bugs in the sysicm. while 
Douglas got his first long expo- 
sure lo digital recording 

**Therc were some diffi-

he expected 1 he project look six 
weeks where it might have nor- 
mally taken four weeks. 

"When you are working 
analog with a system you know, 
the rale of reliability is so high 
that you don't have lo go over 
and check things continously. 
With digital I had to listen to 
things two or three times for 
things like pops or clicks which 
might have been caused by error 
correction cards m the system 
that may have malfunctioned. 

Then there would he the oc- 
casional hrcak.duwn where you 
would have to wait two hours 
w hile the ssstem was being mim- 
ic n a need." 

But the system, maintains 
Douglas, "was really put lo the 
lest with ihis great big rock pro- 
duction. 3M sent someone who 
practically lived with us in the 
studio and they made a lot of dis- 
coveries doing this record. We 
both discovered things you can 
do and things you can't do." 

Douglas didn't have the luxury 
of an editor lor the basic tracks 
but he did use the 3M prototype 
editor for the mixing process. 

"There were some problems 
with the editing system but I 
think a lot of them have been 
worked out. The production 
model was shown at Um week's 
AES in New York." he observes. 

What were ihe major differ- 
ences w orking digital as opposed 
lo analog for producer Douglas? 

'it's the clarity.** he states, 
"and the lack of noise. Every- 
thing is transparent ll makes an 
incredible difference There are 
sections in songs that drop down 
from the big rock hackdrop lo 
just a vocal and it's amazing to 
hear that vocal with absolute!) 
no hiss around it It's like it's sus- 
pended in air. And the bottom 
end sounds so much better."

Legit Greek Sales

ATHENS I he tale c4 pirate ca> 
Kites in Greece is now running ai a 
greater volume dun (he sale of legal 
cassettes and records combined, e*- 
cccding 75V of the total market, ac- 
cording to "Business And Finance.'* 
an English-language business 
weekly 

ll estimates that the Greek gov- 
ernment is losing up to MO million a 
year in revenue as a result of pirate 
activity and thai a draft bill on 
record copynght has "got lost" three 
limes on the way 10 parliament lor 
ratification. 

In the article titled "The Greek 
Recording Industry— A Pirate's 
Paradise." ihc magazine says Greece 
and Portugal are Europe's kev pi- 
raie-afllictcd countries, on a level 
with Egypt, but more fortunate than 
Turkey and the Persian Gulf slates, 
where piracv is devouring more than 
90% of the market 

In Greece, pirate cassettes sell lor 
less than hall the price ol the gen- 
uine article, but in Turkey the price 
differential is minimal In Saudi 
Arabia, pirated local cassettes sell 
for four rials each, one-fifth of the 
price of a legal cassette Inter- 
national repertoire sells for half the 
legal price 

The magazine cues an occasion 
when Athens police raided a retail 
outlet in central Athens three rimes 
in one day They confiscated some 
4.000 pirate tapes on each raid. Each 
time the police returned they found 
the store had been completely re- 
stocked by pirate suppliers 

Police report, in fact, that many 
pirate suppliers guarantee their out- 
lets that confiscated cassettes will be 
replaced immediately 

The result is increasing anger of 
local recording executives over the 



lack of progress with a new copy- 
right hill. 

Michael Malsas. managing direc- 
tor of Minos Malsas Records, is the 
local industry's anlipnacy CO*0T« 
dinator and chairman of the local 
branch of IFPI. the International 
I ederation of Producers of Phono-

Rock With Local Roots] 
Sparking Spanish Sales

MADRID— A sinking new fea- 
ture of the local record markel here 
has been the emergence, over recent 
months, of a whole siring of cross- 
over pop slylcs inspired by the vari- 
ous forms of traditional Spanish 
music 

The firsl breakthrough came with 
Andalusian rock, a mix of flamenco 
wjth rock and blues that the Spanish 
industry sees as possessing strong in- 
ternational potential 

Some two years ago. lop singer 
Miguel Rnr> pioneered (he sound 
with a Polydor album "Al-An- 
dalus " Around the same time, a few 
young groups were experimenting 
with svnvtlai sounds Since then An- 
dalusian rock has grown into the big 
sales success story of 1979. 

The group Triana (Moviepuy) 
has passed the 100.000 sales mark 
with iLs third album "Somhra N 
Eua" with consequent in-storc ac- 
tion on Ihe two previous catalog 
items The band has toured to SRO 
houses. 

Epic has launched another group 
Alameda, with an album thai 
reached the top 20 Fragua is to re- 
ceive strong promotional hack-up 
for its launch via in and 
there is also strong reaction to EMI 
group Quadalquivir. 

Paco Dc Lucia, the world-famous

Linda Stone Bays she ines lo deal 
only with accounts abroad with 
which she has developed a personal 
relationship 

Since exports help U S balance- 
d-payments, government agencies 
sometimes help U.S. firms check ihc 
credit rating ol a foreign account 
This can be done through trade at- 
taches in U.S. embassies. 

One of ihc things (Jul makes the 
export trade alluring is ihc vast mar- 
kel lhat ex isis overseas for American 
music With nioic domestic competi- 
tion, and a shrinking world, overseas 
sales become imporiant. 

"We're dealing with 186 coun- 
tries," Arthur Lerner of Cardinal 
sass. "When business is slow in one- 
area, it's picking up somewhere else 
There's no recession on a worldwide 
basis" 

Nevertheless, some markets are 
busier than Others.

According lo Ed Portnoy of 
Record Shack. C hina will be the 
nexi hot market for export irade He 
recently returned from a lnp to 
China and although he hasn't yet 
made any deals he believes the mar- 
ket will Soon be "opening up." 

David Lskin is a veteran exporter 
who decries the wheeling and deal- 
ing tactics thai have entered the 
trade these days, but he agrees the 
market is heallhy-if one can pro- 
vide quick service. 

"Lei's say CBS releases 20 new 
records." he explains 'Now the for- 
eign affiliate will only press maybe 
five titles out of that number. They 
want the best sellers only Bui we 
know there's always someone who 
will buy the other 15 if you know- the 
markel."

Memorex" campaign with Ella Fitz- 
gerald, recently added Chuck 
Mangionc.

"I don't think blank tape is hurt- 
ing record sales." maintains Al Pep- 
per, marketing manager/audio divi- 
sion, Memorex "To deny that some 
people do in fact tape records with- 
out paving their dues would be silly 

"But to distort that and say il has a 
major impact on the record business 
is ludicrous The record business is a 
mulii billion dollar business while 
Ihe blank tape business is a couple of 
million dollar business Who's kid- 
ding whom'.' When the record busi- 
ness caught a cold and we didn't gel 
pneumonia, ihe inference was that 
we had done il.** 

Pepper indicates that every repu- 
table blank tape manufacturer be- 
longs to the long established Inter- 
national Tape Assn. trade group and 
reports its shipments to il 

"Now. if all those people stopped 
buying LPs and started buying 
blank tape." he continues, "il would 
show up in the sales figures like 
some enormous bubble Hut n 
hasn't Sure, the blank tape business 
has had consistent growth, but not at 
the expense of ihe record business " 

Overlooked, feels Pepper, is the 
staggering recent growth of the car 
stereo business Pepper, like olhcr 
blank tape executives, believes that 



consumers arc buying LPs and 
blank tape to make car programs. 

"In thai .sense." he stales, "blank 
tape firms are enhancing record 
sales And good records sell more 
lape .** 

Pepper suggests thai outraged 
record firms and retailers ought to 
re-evalaute their own businesses be- 
fore pointing a finger at blank tape. 

"Disco, the lack of monster hit 
product and three price increases for 
LPs over the lasi 16 months may be 
contributing to Ihe record sales 
slump." he adds 

"And $16 for a Fleetwood Mac 
'Tusk' LP might just be a little hard 
to swallow for a 14-year-old. 

"When you give an artist a million 
dollar contract one year and then the 
profits come roaring back ihc nexi 
year in the form of returns which 
forces a record company lo cut ad- 
vertising on new product, that hurts 
record sales Blank tape hasn't hurt 
BHfl Fitzgerald, Chuck Mangionc. 
Nelson Riddle or Melissa Manches- 
ter." 

Why do recording artists link 
ihemselses with blank lape firms'* In 
addition lo the obvious monetary 
benefit, the\ "want lo be associated 
wilh a quality product," indicates 
Pepper 

"Absolutely." agrees Sandy Co- 
hen, national sales manager for 
TDK. "Stevic Wonder uses TDK I 
don'l think he would endorse il if he 
didn't use it or like it " And ihc Bee 
Gees have been using Ampcx Grand 
Master professional studio tape for 
years.
